by the authority of the Church, yea they 


haue ordeined themſelues very many, the 
which they chang cuen yet when they 
pleaſe . Caluin alſo acknowledgeth that 
many vnwritten cuſtomes were deliuered 
ynto vs by the Apoſtles,

Paul manifeltly teacheth that wearedeli. ; y. 10. 

uered and treed , by the grace of Chrift leſw, 3. 
But ſeing that in theſe wordes which they 
do heere alledgeMoyſes commaundeth t hat 
the Childreof Iſrael hould obſerue & ful- 
fill euery word which he had commaun- 
ded them, for ſo it is expreſly ſet downe 
Deuteronomy t 2 - the laſt verſe, in the Hebrew 
text, and in all the Bibles of our Aduerſa- 
ries, and he preſently addeth that nothing 
is to be added or detracted from all theſe , 
he manifeſtly commaundeth the keeping 
of the whole Moyſaicall Lam, and of all the 
Sacraments , Sacrifices, and Ceremonies 
of the old Teſtament . For he doth not 
only commaund, that nothing ſhould be 
added but alſo that nothing is to be detra- 
ed of all thaſe thinges by him commaũ-

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ded. Whereforc if our Aducriaries obiect 
againſt vsthat We adde any thing againff 
this precept, ve may more mitly obieck 
vnto them, that they derraR farce more 
then we add, ſeing that they neyther ob · 
ſerue the Circumidjior , nor the legall Sacrifices, 
nor other Ceremonies which ate ſo often 
and fo ſtraitely commaunded in Deuter 
nomy. It cannot truly be denyed, but that 
this is to detract ſome what from thoſe 
thinges which Moyſes commaunded; and 
therfore our Aduerſaries muſt needes con- 
feſſe that theſe are the wordes of the old 
Law, and conſequently to appertaine no- 
thing vnto vs. Out of this which bath 
byn ſaid, it followeth, that our Aduerſa- 
ries do very indifcretly · & fooliſhly boaſt 
and bragge of thoſe wordes of Moyſes . For 
in the expoſition, thereof they etre farre 
from the truth, and a great deale more 
in the application, when they go about 
to proue that we are alſo bound and obli- 
ged by them. 

6. Our Aduerſaries take their ſecond 
argument out of theſe wordes of Salomon: 
prouerbs: Euerywordof God is fiery ,u is a shyeld 
of defence tothoſe which hope in it: do not add any 
thing to the wordes thereof, and thou shalt be found 
and reprebended as a lyar.

and they did propheſy - This place allo may 

very well be vnderſtood, of thoſe who 

add any thing contrary to the word of 

God, For in the Hebrew text, there js 

ſet downe that particle ( Ghal) which of- 

tentymes ſignifiet h contrary, or againſt , as 

we haue already declared in our anſwexe 

to the firſt argument.

the Scripture only conteyned expreſſely 
all the poynts of fay th, the Apoſtle would

ing that the Seripture is manifeſtly well 
knowne to all Nations, but his owne 
preaching to the Galatians only. But our
